Demand  was  fair  for  American  apples  at  London,     Supplies  wore  light 
and  the  frutt  was  in  generally  goOd  cond;ition.     U.  S.  No.  1,  2  inch  Virgi- 
nia Grimes  sold  at  about  ,;5.35.     The  same  sized  Virginia  Bonums  sold  at 
the  some  price,  ?;horeas' 2  inch  Virginia  Jonathans  sold  around  i;-7.54  per 
barrel.     The  U,  S,  No.'  1,  2-j  inch'  sizes  of  the  same  varieties  sold  at  24 
cents  to  37  cents  higher.     Combination  Extra  Fancy  and  Fancy  188/smallor 
■Washington  Jonathans  made  about  ;.)3,41  per  box  and  the  same  grado  and  size 
of  California  Gravenstoin's  sold  at  about  ''.^2,92  vcv  box.  California 
Bartlett  pears  sold  at  ^,^2.22  to  ";3,41,     Oregon  Bartletts  at  '^.c.ie  to  C-i?«41, 
and  California  Hardy  at  ^3.41  to  v3»65  per  box.

The  trade  docs  not  anticipo.to  high  prices  for  American  apples  oarly  in  the 
season  this  year  due  to  business  conditions,    ■  ■ 

The  light  Continental  European  apple  crops  were  somewhat  further 
deteriorated  by  unfavorable  weather  conditions  during  the  last  of  August 
aiid  the  first  week  in  September,'  'according  to  a  communication  from  Acting 
Agricultural  Commissi  oner  0.  L.  D'awson  at  Berlin.     In  Germany,  -the  ■ 
Netherlands,.  Belgiura,  Franco,  Switzerland  3.nd  Hungary  apple  crops  are 
generally  very  light  and'  far  below  tho  crop  of  last  year.     In  S^/reden, 
Austria,  and  in  tho  Italian  Tyrol  good  apple  crops  are  expected.  Reports 
on  pros.pocts  for  apples  in  Yugoslavia  vary  and'  in  Bulgaria,  where  reports 
Wore  formerly  good,  prospects  are  nov;  somewhat  \incertain,     Pears  .are  a 
bettor  crop  generally  throughout  IJurope  than  apples  but  belovf  tho  crop  of 
last  yo.ar.      '  '   

The  reduced  applo  and  light  pear  crops  in  Contine?ital  Suropo,  compared 
with  last  year  will  increase  the  %i;portations  of  foreign  apples,  over  that 
of  last  year,  but,  because  of  somewhat  poorer  general  economic  conditions, 
consumption,  especially  at  higli  prices,  vrill  bo  materially  restricted.
